It has 2600 artesian wclle, all of 


shallow depth, supplied from drift de- 
posits. 


The importance of this report, which 


will make an immenEe book, fall of 
colored 
maps, 
ehowiog the natural 


waterways and watersheds, tho under- 
flow of which is oi BO much importance 
to California, artesian wells and topog- 
raphy, is accentuated by the fact that 
the bureau of Irritation ceased to exist 
yesterday, and Colonel B. J. Uiuton, 
who has been at its head, bos been 
worsted after a long fight with Major 
Powell 
ol 
the 
geological 
survey. 


Whether it will bo reopened remains en- 
tirely with congress. Tho bureau hue 
been closed because the controller of tho 
currency says there is no more money 
for it. 


Senator Stewart fought last year to get 


* liberal appropriation for the bureau in 
the sundry clyil bill, but failed. 
After- 


ward hu succeeded iu getting out put In 
the agricultural appropriation bill, where 
Colonel liinton says it rightfully bo- 
longed. In this bill there is no doubt 
that an effort was made to moke the 
bureau of irrigation a permanent institu- 
tion, as it had before been considered 
only a temporary affair, and what little 
money it bad received was secured only 
after a hard fight with Major Powell, 
who argued that the work belonged to 
his bureau. 


Senator Stewart's section in the ap- 


propriation act, which in a manner 
canoed the collapse of the burean, is as 
follows, and it wiis passed during the 
night sessions of tho last two days of the 
hut congreea: "The time for"floal com- 
pletion of tho report of tho extent and 
availability for irrigation of tho under- 
flow anil artesian waters and tbe collec- 
tion and publication of information as to 
the best method of cultivating the soli 
by irrigation, limited to July 1,1891, by 
the act of September 20,1890, IB hereby 
extended to the first day of January, 
1892, and the sum of $10,000 is hereby 
appropriated to enable tbe secretary of 
agriculture to collect and publish in- 
formation as to the best method of culti- 
vating the soil by irrigation." 


Of tbe $10,000 appropriated $5400 re- 


mains unexpended, enough to rua the 
bareau until the end of the fiscal your, 
the publication of the report having 
been otherwise provided for. When Mr. 
Cannon of Illinois had tbe bill in con- 
ference in the last honrs of the session 
be objected to the sentence making in 
appropriation, because he eaid it trade 
the bareau a permanent institution. Tbe 
controller takoa tho opposite view, say- 
ing that tbe eemicolon after 1892 and the 
fact that, in his Judgment, the word 
"aaid" should bare been inserted be- 
tween the words "publish" and "ioform- 
tion,' placed the last part of the para- 
graph under the direct control of the 


.. first part. Therefore the appropriation 


expired January 1,1892, when the report 
was ready, and the unexpended balance 
is not available. 


Had a period been inserted after 1892 


instead of a semicolon Colonel Hinton 
would etill be doing business. Tbe lat- 
ter laya the blame for his closing up on 
tbe geological survey, and bluntly says 
that the caoje of tbe trouble between 
hlc bureau and Major Powell's is not so 
much doe to ritalry over the posBession of 
irrigation projects u to a deep laid

>o cede the arid lands to the states and 
orritorieo, and besides claims that he is 
Lo right man to solve the irrigation 
p.oblom. Colonel Bin ton opposes this 
plan. 


The fight has developed into a personal 


one, and both men baye applied terms 
o eacb other that border closely on the 
word thief. Major Powell has won tho 
first round; Uinton is sponging off for 
the second. If he is whipped again he 
will retire to bis new orango orchard in 
San Diego county, near Perrta, where ho 
can study irrigation undisturbed, and 
put it to practical naa. Tho fight is of 
paramount interest to horticulturists, ag- 
riculturists and cattle men. 


It is not a new fight, but an old and 


bitter one, and California should stand 
against Mflpr Powell nud his uncertain 
department.

lu Defense of the Country 


Brigades. 


COLONEL WOODWOBTH'S KEPLY 


The Advantages and Disadvantages 


of the Present System Cure- 


fully Compared. 


We have read with much interest tho 


communication in the columns of the 
San Francisco Daily Report of February 
12, in reply to tho article published in 
the issue of TUB KKPUBUCAN of February 
7, relative to the National Guard of Cal- 
ifornia, and in reply will undertake to 
show that there are several reasons for 
the existence of the country brigades of 
the National Guard of this state other 
than the einglo one that ib was so gener- 
ous (?) as to acknowledge vro had pre- 
sented. 


If tho country brigades of tho National 


Guard of tho state of California, as 
claimed by the Report, can show no bet- 
ter reason for their existence than that 
they are the means by which local poli- 
ticians are to secure titles to majorities, 
then they should go to the wa'l. But if 
it can be shown that thorn are reasons, 
and weighty ones too, that argue the ad- 
visability of their continuance as at 
present organised, then there is some- 
thing besides the supplying of majori- 
ties to local politicians that has influ- 
enced the organization and maintainaoce 
of the present military system. 


Granted that the National Guard and 


the unorganized militia of the state are 
not the same thing, there certainly ex- 
jste some intimate relationship, because 
it is made one of the express and clearly 
defined duties of each brigade head- 
quaiters to collect from the supervisors 
of each county within the district each 
year an accurate official list of all men 
between certain ages available for mili- 
tary duty, and not only to render ac- 
curate returns of these lists to the gov 
ernor of tho slate, but also to retain 
among the records of the oflice a copy of 
this list for use in case of emergency. 
Certainly, with such a provision of the 
code, even granting that they are not 
the "same thing,'* there must be a rela- 
tionship of Euillcient importance to de- 
mand careful attention. 


We will admit what wo think no one 


who is nt all conversant with military 
affaire can doubt, viz: that if the Na- 
tional Guard of the state is to be consid- 
ered in ila present embryo state solely 
as a fighting machine, that its organiza- 
tion is not a good one. and that, with 
this understanding ol Its functions, it 
should he reorganized Bed placed on a 
practical military basis at once. We will 
go atill farther than the writer for tho 
Report, and hold that if tho only ques- 
tion involved should prove to be that of 
maintaining an effective, consolidated, 
practical fighting force, 
ready, at a 


moment's notice, to utilize the services 
of its own members, and none others, 
tho beet thing to do would bo not to 
have three brigades at all, aa the Report 
suggests, but to abolish tho division 
headquarters, as well as all the brigades 
save one, with headquartets at bacra- 
mento, and with tho adjutant general in 
commander, under whom tho expenses 
for brigade headquarters could bo cur- 
tailed by placing all the work in his. 
oflice, imd to organize the guard into 
three regiments of three battalions each, 
each battalion with four companies, and 
each company with 110 officers, non- 
commissioned olllcers and enlisted man, 
or a total of 30 companies, and, Includ- 
ing 
staff, 
non-com m iesionod 
staff, 


bands, etc,, alout 4JJOO olllcers and men. 
Such u brigade, even with this full 
strength would only be one-third stronger 
lha:i a German regiment on a wnr foot- 
ing, or less tliin one-half the strength 
of A Prussian brigade of three regiments. 
No ODO today, with the world's experi- 
ence to draw from, can doubt that this 
would prove a moat excellent fighting 
machine, Hut would the ends for which 
the brigades in this state were formed 
and the brigade districts established 
have been accomplished by such a eye* 
tern of organization? We think not. 


We will also rdmit that (o tho casual 


observer tho staff of the guard appears 
top heavy; and we aro witling to go still 
further and say that it actually is top 
heavy: there being too many cases in 
both city and country brigades in which 
man fitted neither by education, trail- 
ing or natural aptitude are given rank 
and importance in tho guard to the ex- 
clusion of those who have for long peri- 
ods of time served the state faithfully 
and well; but we claim that these latter , 
iefticta aid largely local and not general 
in their nature, and can be remedied by 
the cultivation of a proper sentiment in 
the community regarding the same. 


Wo will admit that there are brigades 


ihataro largely skeleton, while there aro 
others that posse; B more than is really 
necessary to constitute a practically effi- 
cient school for both officers and men; 
but we claim that the way to remedy this 
defect is to so readjust the existing forces 
as to distribute the surplusage existing in 
one place to supply tbe deficiencies ox- 
sting elsewhere, and not to destroy the 
system called for by the natural charac- 
.oristics peculiar to our state. 


We will admit that the companies are 


not largo enough in rank and die for the 
requirements of the drill regulations that 
have just been issued by tho general gov- 
irnmcnt, bnt we claim that this is large- 
y due to what we deem a bad system of 
reckoning percentages of efficiency in tbe 
lifferent regiments of tho* guard. Per- 
centages are estimated not upon the 
actual number of men prosen^at drills, 
but npon tho ratio of then present to the 
actual, membership. Hence, instead of 
striving to fill the companies iip to tho 
maximum membership, to the end that 
the greatest possible number of men 
shall partake, to sotno extent, at least, 
of tbe instruction, the aim is to keep tho 
compaDies down to the minimum num- 
ber of effectives that can be depended 
upon to attend tbo greatest possible 
number of drills, and thus raise the av- 
erage percentages of the companies and 
regiment a. The presant system is not 
based altogether upon the actual amount 
of work done, or instruction imparted, or 
men instructed, but on paper percent- 
ages, to a considerable extent detrimental 
to tbe welfare of tho guard. While we 
acknowledge these- defects, Te do not 
think it is necessary to revolutionize tbe 
whole system to remedy them. 


Having made these admissions, how- 


ever, which we do freely, we aro pro- 
pared to make requisition upon the Re- 
port for corresponding acknowledge- 
ments upon the other side. 
If the Re- 


port will admit that the National Guard 
of California is established for tbe bene- 
fit of tho stale at large and not for that 
of any particular locality or localities; 
that it is in fact a comprehensive school 
system, in which the young men of the 
various brigade districts of the state, 
during time of profound peace may, with- 
out having to leave tho immediate vi- 
cinity of the district, receive instruction 
that tends to fit them for the possi- 
bilities of war; that the state is immense 
in its area, with single counties as large 
or larger than most of the eastern states 
or middle states, and that in order that 
this military knowledge in all its various 
phases should receive the greatest possi- 
ble dissemination, it ia essential that 
there should bo branches of this school 
system or instruction established 
at 


various points naturally adapted for such 
centers of instruction; if it will admit 
that In these schools every brigadier 
general who directs an order at the 
proper time and under propar circum- 
stances, every Mtittant ad jo tint gonetal 
who draws up snch an order in proper 
official form, or renders 
the 
neces- 


sary 
official 
returns, 
or 
carries 


on the other duties Incidental to hit 
office; every brigade, regimental or com 
paiiy clerk who IB charged with the keep 
log of the records of his particular 
office j every laepoctor who examinee 
the condition and efficiency of the 
troopo of the brigade, and makes repot! 
upon tbe same in proper official form 
every quartermaster who in any way 01 
manner arranged for the traiiaportatioi 
of troom or the pitching or breaking o 
camps; every commissary of Buboist- 
ence who taken part in any way what 
ever in the supervision of the feeJing o 
tbe officers or men in either tbe annua 
or practice encampments; every pay- 
master who handles the funds in accord 
ance with regulations and orders; every 
inspector of ride practice who supervises 
tbe annual target work, or any of'tin 
competitions tbat frequently take place 
between the several unita of the com 
inand; or every brig?d9 orderly who 
transmits in proper official form a mes 
sage from his chief to any of the subor 
diuate officers of the brigade—ia learning 
something relative to tbe administration 
of an armed force that might prove c 
benefit to the state in actual service 
then wo think we can rightfully claim 
that there are a few reasons for the ex 
istence of a skeleton brigade other thai 
that it famishes the means by which 
somebody with political aspirations may 
wear the straps of a major. 


If tbe Report will admit that in casi 


of serious trouble the present armet 
forces of the state would constitute but a 
very small proportion ol thoBO tbat 
would be called into service; that iu u 
few years the great majority of the un- 
organized militia will have no knowl- 
edge whatever of drill or military rou- 
tine, more especially with that part of 
the latter connected with tho adminis- 
tration of armies; if it will admit thai 
the present forces of the National Guard 
of the state are learning something of all 
these things; if it will admit that the 
very quickest way possible for a rapid 
expansion of the forces of the state would 
be to fill up by enlistment the rank and 
file of these same skeleton organizations 
tbat it now proposes to abolish, while 
leaving the command in the bande 
of 
those 
who 
through years of 


practice have become educated in the 
same; if it will admit that the fifty com- 
panies of the guard, as nt present organ* 
jzed, could, !n less than aweek, by rapid 
recruiting, and without destroying the 
manageability of the military machine, 
be filled up to at least 9000 men, and 
that with 80 companies there could easily 
be congregated 12,000; if it will admit 
that by detaching a part of the officers 
and non-commissionoii officers, and the 
most intelligent of the private (and the 
average intelligence runs very high in 
the guard) the military force could bo 
still further developed on short notice, 
on linos that would give present skeleton 
brigades two, or even three, regiments, 
and each with officers that have, as sub- 
ordinate officers in the guard, gained 
some knowledge of what they would be 
called upon to do, we thinkwocan claim 
iustly that the large numbers of appar- 
jntly useless officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers in tho guard are not with- 
out their significance in tho military 
system of this state. 


If the Report will admit tbat with 


ivory reduction In tbo number of organ- 
zations there will bo a less number of 
men instructed In duties tbat are strictly 
;echnical; that with the cutting down of 
the number of companies there will be 
so many less corporals, sergeants, lieu- 
tenants and captains under instructions 
,hat with the cutting down of regiment; 
here will be so many colonels, lieuten- 
ant colonels, majors, adjutants, quarter- 
masters and others, who are now loarn- 
ng something of the way to administer 
,hoir various departments, that would 
,hua bo deprived of the benefits of such 
Detraction; and that with the cutting 
oil' of every brigade there would be taken 
away tho natural ideographical center 
around which tho forces of the state 
ibould become accustomed to regard 
hemsulTes as tributary ; then wo think 
wo can claim that there is some good 
reason for the existence of skeleton com- 
panies, regiments and brigades, as at 
ircEent established. 


If tho Report will admit that tho di- 


vision of the state into military or brig- 
ade districts is ut present upuu nearly 
ho proper geographical und strategical 
ines, and that, in tho not very distant 
titure, when tho railroads now contem- 
ilnted, and which will niout certainly bo 
jonstruclcd, Imvo traversed the passes of 
ho Coast raiige, anil connected the sea- 
ports north and BoiUhi.f Sail i'rancieco 
with the interior basins to the eastward, 
a division into districts somewhat upon 
,he lines indicated would bo atratgetic- 
ally and geographically correct; if it 
win admit that a brigade located at Han 
''rancteco, with another in support in 
lie great central basis at Sacramento, 
within easy rail and water communlca- 
ion, would form a good double central 
dotenslvo lino, facing either west or 
eeat; that a brigade district with a rally- 
ag point near Tort Hatford, or at Ban 
Luis Obispo, find provided with railroad 
communication through tbo passes of 
he Coast range, with another brigade 
ocatcd in tho heart of tho San Joaquin 
valley, would bo a good system of defense 
for tho coast 
region 
lying between 


San Francisco ana 3an Pedro; that a 
brigade with a rallying point nt or near 
Cliico, for the levies raised in tho Sacra- 
mento valley and with railroad com- 
munication with Eureka through the 
passes of the Coast range, would form an 
excellent second line or support to the 
defense of the northern coast region; 
and that a brigade with headquarters 
and a rallying point at Los Angeles 
would bo on excellent military arrange- 
ment for tho defense of the southern 
border, as against aggression from the 
direction of Mexico, or for the defeneo of 
tbe southern coast line from San Pedro 
to San Diego; then it appears to us, lay- 
ing aside for the present all other con- 
siderations, that there is something in 
the very nature of things tbat argues ,in 
favor of tho division of the state into 
brigade districts somewhat upon the 
lines indicated. 


Now, if this system, as at present prac- 


tically existing, and which hna evidently 
been started for a purpose, is correct as 
to general plan (and the Report has not 
yet disputed it) would it not bo a good 
method, on general principles, to get 
such a system into working order; to se- 
lect at the start and for all time the dif- 
ferent military districts and centers of 
concentration 
throughout the state, 


and to build up from this system as a 
foundation; to educate the people of the 
various localities to look upon tho brig- 
ade headquarters thus established as the 
rallying points around which are in case 
of need to be assembled the levies for 
stale defense? Is it not better, as a gen* 
eral proposition, that these matters 
should be well understood long before- 
hand, and that tbe people should be 
gradually educated to taking this view 
of the case? With euch a system in 
good working order, and with a brigade 
headquarters located at some central 
point in each district, would thare not 
be less confusion and delay in case of a 
call for a general or extensive levy of the 
military forces of the state than if no 
such system existed? We respectfu.Iy 
submit that there would. 


Tbe Rtport in its latter article has 


seen fit to lay considerable stress rtpqn 
tbe matter of the taxation to which the 
state is subjected for the support of the 
guard, and to the claim tbat it is unduly 
great in proportion to tbo benefits which 
it holds the stale is receiving from tho 
same. We do not question that there 
are several wajs in which a moro eco- 
nomical administration of tho staU ap- 
propriations for military purposes might 
be advanced. We might mention, as an 
example, that the appropriations for bri- 
sado headquarters should not be based 
entirely npon tho number of companies 
included within the brigade, but should 
be cut down to the actaal requirements 
of the service, which aro to a large ex- 
tent, practically the same for small as 
well as for targe briftaden. Bnt here, aa 
at other points, the Report is not just to 
tho country. It 
fails to show from 


whence this taxation proceeda, and also 
the proportion the amount of taxes paid 
bears to the number of the laard located 
in tbe Tarioni diltricM. Thia » quite an 


Important matter, in any country where 
tho representation bai, or should have, 
a some .That direct relation to theamotint 
of taxation. It la the question over 
which our forefathers fought, and it Ie 
likely to be the question that will play a 
very important part in the present case, 
when it cornea up fgr discussion lu the 
next eesflion uf tbe state legislature. 


By reference to the Annual Statistician 


lor the year 18iM it will bo sean that the 
population o the entire state in 1890 was 
1.208,130, while the total amount of tax- 
able property foi the same year through- 
out the state was $1,003,202,454. It was 
also shown tbat in the city of San Fran- 
cisco at the same time the population 
was 2D8.9U7, while the total amount of 
taxable property was $301,509,510. In 
other worde, in round numbers, both 
throughout the state aa well as in tho 
city of San Francisco, tho ratio of taxa- 
ble property to tho population was prac- 
tically thesime. 


In a matter of this nature, where tbe 


population is taxed for the support ol 
something that is for the common good, 
and not for the benefit of any particular 
section or people, it is but just and right 
that in BO far as ie practicable the money 
that comes from the people should in 
some way bo returned to them. In other 
words, that no one particular locality, 
subjected to a common rate ol taxation 
with other localities, and for a common 
purpose, should receive benefits at the 
expense of other localities that are out 
of proportion to the amount of the con- 
tribution levied upon that locality. This 
is Hot tbe case at tho present time, be- 
cause there is a large preponderance of 
the state appropriations for guard pur- 
poses diverted from the country districts, 
where they properly belong, to pay the 
expense of the maintenance ol guard 
companies and headquarters in tho city 
of San Francisco, where they do not of 
right belong. 


If the proposition is to still fnrther 


consolidate the state forces, and concen- 
trate the units iu a atlll lees number ol 
places, and to reduce the number of brig- 
ade and regimental headquarters from 
whence these state levies are or should 
be disbursed, there will be a still further 
tendency to rob the outlying country dis- 
tricts for the enrichment of the localities 
in or near the large cities. It is simply 
the old story of Franco over again: 
"Paris is France!" Audit is the aim 
and intention of San Franciaco to be- 
come all there is of California, provided 
the country is fool enough to permit her 
to do so. 


There is something else that the Re- 


port has apparently lost eight of, and 
that something, in a problem of this 
S 


articular kind, cuts a very important 
guro. This IB local pride, or if you 
please, local prejudice. It IB useless to 
ignore this feature of tho question in a 
country like our own. The cmr of Rus- 
eia, in according a line of railroad 
through his empire, may be able to lay a 
straight edge on the map and say, ''You 
will run the road on that line, gentle- 
men." and thus leavo out to tbo right 
and left some of tho most important and 
populous districts of his empire. But 
we of America aro not built that way ex- 
actly; and there aro other things that 
iro quite as influential in determining 
he trend of affaire In this republic as 
the mere ipso dixit of a single individual 
or of a coterie of men with personal 
jnds of their own to serve. 


Tho guard of this state is not a regular 


force; it does not serve for pay; it gives 
te tlmo and brains and honest efforts to 
;ho work hi hand, practically free of cost 
o the state. At the very least, no niem- 
jor of tho guard over receives an ade- 
luate return for tho time, money and 
abor he puts into the work, unless It be 
Jrom tho couecIousneBB that he has lu 
oomeonmll measure performed his duty 
;o the state; and It is but ij-oper that 
there should be recognition on the part 
of the state, not to any particular locality, 
)r individuals, or class of Individuals, 
jut that all the various districts that 
contribute to the malnteucoof the guard 
should, in some substantial manner, 
receive acknowledgment for the services 
rendered. 


To speak plainly, there is a very gen- 


eral Impression throughout the country 
districts that there is not a disposition 
on the part of the guard in the city to bo 
'rtir wilit thorn ; Hint tlieiu ia u dutiira ex- 
isting there to build up large brigades to 
.he detriment of the country; that there 
s a feeling existing iu San Francisco, for 
nstanco, that no good thing can come 
out of Nazareth, and that all the mili- 
tary knowledge and olHciency existing in 
this modern Promised Land must of 
necessity bo conQued with In tho corpo* 
rate limits of the Now Jerusalem. They 
are perfectly willing to permit tho hny- 
eeeds from the country fill up the rank 
and file of the guard, but when it comes 
.o the loaves and fishes, to tho few 
lonors and emoluments pertaining to 
ho brains of the organization, the coun- 
,ry must t<iko a back seat. This 1ms 
icen tho tenor of all, or nearly all, tho 
diatribes that have appeared In tho city 
jress for same time past; nod the ten- 
lency of the whole tiling lifla boon to atir 
ip in the country districts a feeling of 
lostiUty to the city that cannot be mis- 
okcn. This is a condition of affairs that 
s to be deplored. And it will become 
still worse i! the apparent determination 
on the part of some parties in tho city is 
Btil further persevered in, viz: to take 
iway from the country districts tlio little 
.hoy have. 


There is another phaao of tho case that 


should not go unnoticed, especially in 
view of tho fact that tho appeal of the 
Report to tho taxpayer is evidently made 
with a view of enlisting his antagonism 
o the brigade staffs on the ground that 
hoy ore of expense to tho utate. 
The 


Report docs not say BO in so many 
words, but by making the appeal as it 
loes, and saying nothing in their do- 
onse, it leads thb general public BO to 
nfor. 
But the brigade staffs are not an 


xpenae to the state any more than is the 
misted soldlar. 
On the contrary, it ia 


to be doubted whether their maintenance, 
man for man, coats tbe utato as mnch as 


o the privates in tbe ranks. 
For, from 


he chapeau that crowns his head to tbo 
purs that attach to the heela of his 
toots, each staff officer has to foot his 
own bills almost entirely and without 
any compensation whatever, unless it 
ie in tbe fact that the state allows him 
o wear bis uniform. 
Where there are 


men who are willing to put their hands 
n their pockets to do these things, and 
whore they aro made warm friends of 
he guard at tbe same time, there arises 
a very grave question as to whether It 
would be wiser, on general principles, to 
>reak up the present organizations and 
o turn three men into enemies. 
It 


might prove a boomerang that would be 
somewhat inconvenient to deal with. A 
word to the wise is sufficient. 


The Report lays considerable stress 


ipon tbe subject of appointments upon 
ho staffs of the various brigades for 
mrely political purposes. We suppose 
t speaks "by the card" so far as its own 
ocal and personal observation goes. We 
of tho Third brigade aro not aware what 
may or may not bo the political com- 
rioxion of the staffs of the various other 
irigades; but there are no political ends

0an, for, of the thirteen otlicore on ths 
etaJuT of General Mailer, eeveii are Demo- 
crat* and B!X are KepublicanB, and of the 
total number ol olUoerg in the Blxth In- 
fantry, If our information ia correct, and 
we think it SB, there IB but- one majority 
on the Republican aide. Strict non-par- 
tiwuiBbip in guard matters is the rule 
here ana not tbe exception, and we think 
it an excellent idea. If the contrary IB 
the oaae elsewhere, we advise them to 
take example from tbe Third brigade. 


Aa lor tbo efficiency of the personnel 


of tbe Third brigade" staff, we think it 
will compare favorably with that of any 
brigade "> the state, due to the fact tbat 
all but two of tbe appointees have cither 
served in the late civil war, or gradu- 
ated from eomo military academy or 
school, or have served enlistments of 
greater orlcBB ueriodB in tbo National 
Guard of this or eorne other state. 


In conclusion, we desire to state tbat 


the Report's article con tain B some glar- 
ing inaccuracies (wbetber intentional or 
not, we aro unable, as a matter of 
course, to determine1). It is somewhat 
peculiar, however, that ia almost every 
instance tho error is in favor of the efty 
contingent, or of the position taken by 
the Report, and not favorable to tbe 
country districts. A caroful examina- 
tion of tho article referred to, in compar- 
ison with tbo official returns, by thoee 
who carp to delve into euch mailers, is 
all that is requisite to develop this fact. 
But we do not consider it necessary to 
treat of this feature of the article at 
lengtb, in -viei? ol the other fact that it 
cuts no figure whatever in the determin- 
ation of tho fundamental principles that 
should bo our guide in the solution of 
this very important problem. As we 
did not expect from tbe tenor of tho 
Keport regarding the question, that we 
would be likely to receive perfectly fair 
treatment, we are not at all surprised at 
this, and simply make mention of the 
circumstance in order tbat it may not be 
deluded with tho idea tbat these inaccur- 
acies have escaped our attention.

LINCOLN, Neb., February '22.—The 


StatO Journal's special from Hastings 
eayfl a deplorable tragedy occurred in 
thai city this evening.
